DEMURRAGE RULES| 


NOT SATISFACTORY 


Some Opposition Mani- 
fested to Uniform System 


Georgia Shippers Appear Be- 
fore Railroad Commission. 
Three Objections to New Sys- 
tem --- Commission Takes the 
Change Under Advisement. 


That the new code of uniform de- 
murrage rules, as prepared by the 
national association of railroad com- 
missioners and approved by the inter- 
state commerce commission, will not 
give genera] satisfaction to the ship- 
pers of this state was indicated at the 
meeting of the railroad commission 
yesterday when the question of adopt- 
ing the rules for intra-state ship- 
ments was thoroughly discussed by 
representatives of the railroads and 
of the shippers. 

The new code of uniform demurrage 
rules will become effective for !nter- 
state shipments on April 1, and the 
question under discussion was whether 
or not these same rules should be 
made to apply to intra-state shipments 
or whether the demurrage rules in 
force at present shal] be retained. 

John W. Zuber, representing the 
wholesale lumber dealers, was em- 
phatic in the statement of hig position 
that the new rules will not prove 
satisfactory to that class of shippers. 

Not Sure of Position. 


Otner shippers present were not 
sure of their position in the matter, 
and while there was considerable 
doubt as to whether or not the new 
rules would prove satisfactory, it was 
generally admitted that the present 
rules are not altogether perfect and 
that some uniform system is greatly 
to be desired. 

While there was no strong opposi- 
tion to the code of ruleg in general, 
a number of shippers present at the 
hearing entered protests against three 
features of the rules, which they be- 
lieve will be detrimental to thelr in- 
terests. The objections were as fol- 
lows: 

1. The new rules omit the require- 
ment of the present rule of the com- 
mission that in giving notice of the 
arrival of shipments of freight the 
weight of the shipment and the freight 
charges shall be given by the rail- 
roads, 

2. The new rules 
take care of the “bunching” of cars. 
Under the present rules of the com- 
mission 24 hours additional time is 
allowed in which to unload the cars 
when more than four cars are re- 
ceived in one day from the same line. 

. The new code omits the rule 
which requires railroad companies to 
notify shippers of undelivered or re- 
jected shipments. 

Among those representing the ship- 
pers were John W. Zuber, lumber 
dealer; W. B. Willingham, of the Wi1- 
lingham-Tift Lumber Company; W. §8. 
Wilson, lumber dealer; Harry T. Moore, 
Secretary of the Atlanta Freight Bu- 
reau; J, D. Wood, secretary of the At- 
lanta Builders’ Exchange, and others. 

J. C. Haskell, chairman of the 
southewestern demurrage bureau, rep- 
resented the railroads at the hear- 
ing and spoke in favor of the adop- 
tion of the rules. 

Credit for Demurrage. 

In discussing that feature of 
rules which relates to credit for 
murrage, W. B. Willingham sald: 

“In one month a consignee may, 
for 24 days, unload his cars in the 
time required and for the month have 
to his credit 24 days, or $24, which is 
charged off any demurrage that may 
have accumulated against him. 

"Tf at the end of the month he has 
had no demurrage charged against 
him, the railroad wipes off the slate 
and says hée must start anew on the 
next month. The next month carg may 
accumulate in the yard and be shoved 
in all in a bunch, and it is impossible 
to unload all in time. He must pay 
demurrage, as the company has wiped 
out his credit days of the previous 
morth and he cannot enjoy the fruits 
of his activity in unloading promptly. 
The rule should work both ways.” 

At the conclusion of the hearing the 
ccmmission took the matter under ad- 
visement and will probably render a 
decision within the next few days.

SEEKS TO. REVISE 
HOSPITAL RULES 


Greater Authority May 
Be Given Grady 
Superintendent. 


At the meeting of the board of 
trustees yesterday of the Grady hos- 
pital the question of revising the rules 
and regulations of the institution was 
taken up and discussed at length, the 
result being that the question Was 
finally referred to a joint committee 
composed of the executive committee 
of the board of examiners and the ex- 
ecutive committee of the hospital. 

The suggestion that the rules and 
regulations be revised came from Dr. 
W. B. Summerall, superintendent of the 
hospital, who says that the present 
rules and regulations are defective, in 
his opinion. ; 

The proposed changes relate entirely 
to giving more power to the superim- 
tendent as executive head of the hos- 
pital; and the present move to revise 
the rules was brought about by dif- 
ferences arising in regard to the au- 
thority of the superintendent and other 
officials of the hospital resulting in 
conflicting orders. 

About ten days ago Dr. Summerall 
brought the matter to the attention of 
the. committee on medical matters, 
which returned a written and compre- 
hensive statement as to their views. 

The superintendent, however, is not 
satisfied with their attitude, and 
brought «he question before the board. 

Proposed Amendments. 

He suggested an enlargement of the 
rules by which the superintendent 
shall be the executive head of the 


hospital, and the authorized means of | 


communication between the board of 
trustees and the medical board; and 
that, as the executive head of the hos- 
pital, he shall be a member ex-officio 
of all boards and committees of said 
boards, with the right to be heard in 
all matters, but without the power to 
vote. 

Dr. Summerall proposes that the su- 
perintendent shall make any rules and 
regulations that may be désirable for 
the government of the employees and 
patients; that in case of gross viola- 
tion of said rules, misconduct, or in- 
subordination, he shall have power to 
suspend temporarily such offender; 
that he shall have power to admit or 
reject any patient, and that the super- 
intendent of nurses shall make reports 
concerning her department, containing 
such matters of information as shall 
be required by the superintendent. 

Transfer of Authority. 

These suggestions are intended to 
included in various sections of the 
rules already in force. Dr. Summerall 
Says that under the interpretation of 
the rules by the committee on medical 
matters the house staff has the au- 
thority which the superintendent 
should have for the proper conducting 
of the hospital, and that at present the 
superintendent of nurses is required to 
make no report whatsoever. 

The members of the board seemed 
favorable to the proposed changes, but 
to expedite matters the entire question 
was turned over to the joint commit- 
tee, to which it would eventually come, 

The board requested that the com- 
mittee be notified of the matter at 
once, as it deemed the question of 
sufficient importance to demand im- 
mediate attention. 

The remainder of the session was 
consumed by the reading of the regu- 
lar monthly reports.

COTTON ACREAGE 
WILL BE SMALLER 


Commissioner Hudson Ex- 
pects Decrease of at Least 
Five Per Cent. 


That at least 5 per cent less cotton 
acreage will be planted in 1910 than 
was the case in 1909 in this state, is 
the opinion of Commissioner of Agri- 
culture T. G. Hudson. 


“The indications are,” said Mr. Hud- 
son, “that considerably less cotton will 
be planted in Georgia this year than 
was planted last year. 

“One reason is that farmers have 
discovered that increased acreage does 
not necessarily mean more cotton. An- 
Gther reason is that food crops have 
increased to such a price that farmers 
cannot afford to buy them and are 
forced to raise them. 

“The thing that got the people in 
the habit of raising so much cotton 
was the low price of food crops and 
the correspondingly high price of cot- 
ton. Corn, oats and other . necessary 
articles of a similar character were 
so low that the farmer was justified 
in buying those things while he raised 
cotton for sale. 

“Now conditions have changed, and 
while cotton will still bring a good 
price, other things have advanced to 
such a price that he cannot afford to 
buy them, and he is also justified by 
the high prices to raise those things 
for the market. 

“The amount of fertilizer tags sold 
this year does not show any increase 
over the sales of last year for the same 
period of time, but if it did show an 
increase it would not mean that more 
cotton is being planted, for cotton 
seed, which is used ordinarily to fer- 
tilize corn, has brought such a good 
price that farmers have sold what 
they had and will buy fertilizer for 
their crops.”

Washington, March 29-—-A woman 
reiated today before the house com- 
mittee on immigration a graphic story 
of how’ thousands of poor immigrants 
were brought to this country from con- 
tinental Europe by the steamship com.- 
panies, who, it is alleged, induce them 
by means of false promises, to leave 
their Buropean homes and come to 
America in quest of almost fabulous 
wealth, only to be thrown upon the 
charity of a strange country, poverty- 
stricken, homeless and frequently 
forced into absolute peonage. 

The statements were those of Mrs.
